To THE Editou of The Colonist — ■: 
Sir, — Having only just returned from 
Nanaimo and Cotnox I did not open 
my Colonist till this morning. Conse- 
quently, I did not see the "strange 
story " which reflects so unfavorably on 
Cowicbanites. It is not true that no 
effort was made to induce the man to 
eat or drink; but it is true that no 
effort was made bohiiul tlud to save the 
man. After having been myself to see 
him I wrote a letter to Mr. Fry, gov- 
ernment agent, asking him if he was 
going to allow a fellow-being to com- 
mit suicide in our midst, pointing out 
to him that an attempt was being so 
made. Mr. Fry did not give any writ- 
ten answer, but told mo he had written 
to the governmont on the matter and 
expected an ansvi'er that day, which 
answer be showed me when it came, 
making the remark that with such 
an,' answer as that he could not 
act' and that lie would not. T made 
the remark that he could act 
on the letter I had written hiin, i.e., 
that he could have tho man arrosled 
for an attempt at suicide. He said he 
would not; that the man was as sane 
as aujr ,D]i%n-in the settlemeh^t except on 
that one jaotwi, and that ho would not 
lay one cent out (of his own pocket) to 
saveThTm excejit he was ordered by the 
government. I told him that it was 
])rettv hard to see a man starving him- 
self to death in the midst of plenty just 
be(^UBe he'^ bad' been told to go and 
sell all that ho had and give 
to tho poor by * * * * 
I really cannot see that anyono is to 
blame in the matter except the J. P.'s. 
If a man attempts suicide he is invar- 
iably taken before tho nearest magis- 
trate and committed for safe keeping. 
You cannot drag a man out of his 
bouse and send him to a lunatic asylum 
beforehehasbeen pronounced insane.and 
as wo have nodoctorsupherel thoughtit 
best to send him where the doctors are; 
'juti as am considered insane my advice 
was not taken. Had it been (when 
given) the man might have been .saved 
and^Jieimight still have been bringing 
his butter and eggs to where stands 
something to his credit.

The hearing of this case was adjourned 
until Thursday at noon, defendant being 
admitted to bail in tho sum of ?3000 and 
two sureties of §1500 each. 

x\.ugusto Sherrer, charged with assault- 
ing eonst.ablo Black with intent to do him 
grievous bodily harm. 

Constable Black deposed that between 
12 and 1 o'clock in the momfng^^ whilst he 
was on duty he hoard cries of "help" com- 
ing from tho direction of tho direction of 
tho corner of Douglas and Yiow streets; 
he proceeded to that locality and saw two 
men running towards Fort street; ho gave 
chase and overtook one who had fallen in 
tho street; tho man was tho prisoner's 
brother; he took him back to tno saloon 
and shortly afterwards tho prisoner came 
back; after entering tho prisoner rushed at 
Taylor, tho proprietor of tho saloon and 
taking hold of him by the throat knocked 
his head against a brick wall saying "you 
I'll finish you." Witness in- 
terfered; and by using his baton freely 
succeeded in taking tho prisoner away 
from Taylor; after taking him outsido the 
prisoner became very violent and kicked 
tho witness severely in various parts of tho 
body; whilst tho prisoner was assaulting 
tho witness tho brother who liad been in 
the saloon came out and also commenced 
kicking the witness; ofticor O'Connor then 
camo along and with his assistance tho 
prisoner was taken to gaol. 

Oflicer O'Coiurjr testified that between 
12 and 1 o'clock in tho morning ho was on 
duty and heard shouting near tho corner 
of View and Douglas streets; ho proceed- 
ed to that locality and on reaching Tay- 
lor's saloon saw the prisoner without a 
hat ; ho said he was going in to get his 
hat and immediately after he went in wit- 
ness heard a disturbance inside ; .several 
men came rushing out — tlio priaouor and 
Constable Black together; tho prisoner 
had Black by the thi'Uat and kicked him 

in tho loKS and groin and said "You 

I'll choke you;" witness seized 

hold of him and told him to beware, that 
he was striking a constable; witness also 
told him tliat lie was a police oflicer and 
arrested him ; prisoner kicked Black 
again after that; took tho prisoner to tho 
gaol. 

To the Supt. of Police — Tho prisoner 
was attempting to kick Black in a vital 
part and had it not been for mo he would 
have disabled him for life. 

Thos. T.aylor, proprietor of tho saloon, 
testified that the prisuiiur iUid liis brother 
came into the saloon at about midnight 
and called for drinks for which tho pris- 
oner put down a $10 bill; witness said ho 
had no change and (he prisoner picked up 
tho nolo and put in Ins pocket again; sub- 
soquently prisoner accused witness of hav- 
ing taken tho note; words ensued and 
prisoner knocked witness down, attempt- 
ed to choke him and put his hand in his 
pockot several times; aery of police was 
then raised and the prisoner and his broth- 
er ran aw.iy, constable Black being in pur- 
suit; the prisoner afterwards returned and 
assaulted witness again when Black inter- 
fered; witness saw the pri.soner kick 
Black a number of times. 

Ignaco Sherrer, brother of the prisoner, 
was then triad on a chargo of assaulting 
constable Black whilst in the oxccutioii of 
Ids duty. 

Both the prisoners were committed for 
trial, the evidence in tho latter case being 
almost similar to that in tho former.

Sir — I have to acknowledge tho receipt 
of your letter of tliis date with accom- 
panying commission. 

I observe that it is couched in unusual 
terms in that it i.s mule returnable at 
Victoria. 

Tliis novelty was, I Ijoliovo, first sug- 
gested a few months ago, and immediato- 
ly abandoned without discussion as soon 
ponted out by tho jmlges. 

There can belittle doubt but that it is er- 
roneous, tlio prinii- 1 form itself shows 
that the variation is quite a recent sug- 
gestion and I am not aware what advnn- 
t.age is proposed to bo obtained from it, 
or on what grounds it is now revived at 
tho last moment before holding the Now 
Westminster assize. 

J am not prepared to say at this nio- 
meut what the ofTect of the innovation 
may be. 

It cannot oH'oct tho statutary obligation 
to make returns to tho Secretary of State 
at Ottawa. 

It may invalidate the commission. All 
the expense of the assize will be thrown 
away and tho prisoners would have to bo 
tried over again. This would havo to be 
decided on writ of error, and as four 
lives are at stake, it would probably be, 
taken to tho judicial committee Snvolyirig' 
va.st expense and delay. I would suggest 
that at present, at least, there being really 
no time to consider the reasons for or the 
consci|uenco of the change, a commis- 
sion be issued in tho form invariably ad- 
opted hitherto, and that any change in 
that form be left to be considered at leis- 
ure. .

FRANCE. 

Paris, June 19. — Deputies of the 
republican left have decided by a voto 
of 48 Jtp 13. . to . favor amnesj-y.. .The 
senators of the same party have taken 
similar action. 

L'Union, replying to an article in the 
Figaro, acknowledges that royalists 
are collecting funds, but claims that 
tho collections are only such as every 
political party requires and denies tho 
existence of any conspiracy.

the level of tho water in- Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain thu delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in thu City and 
to etl'cctively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that tho 11 inch main be 
extended fr nn Douglas street along Pan- 
dora'strcet, say to tho neighborhood of 
thej-lloyal Hospital, as that would give 
an" elevation of 135 feet above high water 
niivrk sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly [lopulatcd parts of tlio City. 

A reservoir built at tho point suggested 
would have tho following advantages: 
Tiio level of the water in tho reservoir 
would bo 58 'feet below tho level

As to sizo of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 foet square and 12 
feet-deep, and tho ^high. -service 'one' to- 
hold (30,000 gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
arid 12 feet deep; and while selecting the 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in buUdiug reservoirs to coutaiu water 
for domestic use they should be built' so 
as to be able to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in tho smallest possible area 
and covered so as to oxcliulcthu light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and inteudod for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose
